The Bleck Muslim movement F 
vigorously opposes integration, 
advocates black supremacy, and 
akrns at establishing en autono- 
mist black nation. The organiza- 
tion is composed of over 100,000 
Negrocs, associated with 69 
temples throughout the United 
Siates. 

C. Eric Lincoln, a professor of 
social philosophy at Clark uni- 
versity in Atlanta, in his book 
“The Black Muslims In America,” 
describes Malcolm X. Siabasz as 
a one time dope peddicr and 
hoodium, who was converted to 
the Muslim movement while in 


the maximum security prison at 
Concord, Massachusctts. He also 
reports that Malcolm X. is ‘“un- 
deniably brilliant’ and an “inic- 
fatigable organizer and spcalker.” 


Group denounced 

Lincoln further reports that 
Thurgood Marshali, chic! legal 
counsel for the NAACP, de- 
nounced the Muslims in an ad- 
dress at Princeton University as 
‘ “run by a bunch of thugs organ- 
ized from prisons and jails, and 
financed, I'm sure. by Nasscr or 

some Arab group.” 


The Muslims fought back. Mal- 
culm X. referred to Marshall as 
a “twentieth century Uncle Tom” 
and declared that Muhammad 
was “too busy to worry about 
the envious yapping of every 
jealous dog that it paid to bark 
at him.”
